ABA Sub-Committee 
Criticizes Music Shell 


The three man ad hoc- 
committee set up by the 
A ga wa m ’s Busin ess m a n’s 
Association to investigate the 
procedures of the Library 
Building Committee today 
criticized the renewed interest 
in the $60,000 outdoor music 
shell. 

At press time, town 
councilor Paul Fieldstad, who 
served on the Building 
Committee for the new library 
with Richard Borgatti and 
George Bickford. . was 
scheduled to put forth a 
motion asking the council to 
re-consider their 14-1 vote 
against the music shell project 
last November. Fieldstad told 
the Advertiser/News that he 
has some council support and 
hopes to muster the majority 
vote needed to approve 
construciton of the shell, 
which would be located 
behind the new Cooper Street 
Library. 


According to the ABA ad 
hoc committee, consisting of 
Gerry Zerra, Arthur Leary 
and Joseph Napolitan, the 
town need not spend the funds 
on the music shell. According 
to Fieldstad. approximately 
$80,000 of leftover funds 
remains from the new facility 
which cost approximately 
$800,000. In a statement to 
the Advertiser/News* the 
ABA contends that the 
remaining $80,000 is 
Agawam’s mopey and does 
not have to be returned to the 
federal government if the 
music shell fails to receive 
council approval. 

The ABA cited a phone 
conversation with John 
Corrigan, Atlantic Regional 
Director of the U.S. 
Economic Development 
Agency on May 4th, as giving 
indication that leftover 
funding could remain in the 
community. The EDA 
supplied $608,000 of the 
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library’s cost while Agawar 
paid $192,000 in matchin 
. funds. Those figures equal 
75%-25% funding ratio. 

“In that phone con 
versation we asked Corrigai 
if Fieldstad’s contention tlia 
the town will have to sen< 
three-forths of the mono; 
back if the shell is not buii 
and he told us ‘no’, the mone; 
is ours,’’ a member of thi 
ABA sub-committee stated 
“The town docs not need thi: 
music shell and its just a waste 
of money." 

According to Fieldstac 
however, the excess o 
$80,000 would provide the 
town with a badly needec 
cultural facility and that botl 
EDA ’and Town Managei 
Peter Caputo support th< 
project. Fieldstad saic 
approximately $60,000 woulc 
have to be sent back to th< 
federal government if theshel 
is not constructed and tha 
$20,000 would remain in th< 
community. 

“1 really don’t see how 
people can say we can keej 
the money when the EDA tolc 
us we cannot keep the meont 
and put it toward taxes. If wc 
don’t construct the shell, ther 
three quarters of the money 
goes back to EDA,” Fieldstad 
stated. 

When the council nixed the 
project construction Iasi 
November, $8100 in engineer¬ 
ing and preliminary design 
had already been spent on the 
music shell. Prior "approval 


Committee to commence with 
the construction. However, 
when Caputo brought the 
matter before the council, 14 
of the elected officials denied 
further construction. 

Fieldstad said ii the music 
shell is not approved by the 
council on May 7th, the status 
of the $8100 and who will be 
responsible for the money 
remains in doubt until the 
overall audit of the entire 
operation takes place. 

“Right now, I really cannot 
tell you what will happen until 
that audit comes out if the 
shell fails to puss before the 
council. We just might have to 
eat that money ourselves." 
According to Fieldstad. the 
town and the EDA have yet to 
hire a firm to conduct the 
audit. 

Jack Stone, Director of 
Public Works for Agawam 
said that his interpretation of 
EDA guidelines specifically 
state that, “In case of under 
runs, the excess funds can 
either be used to expand the 
project or else the money has 
to be returned on a 3-1 ratio.” 
Stone, who served as 
Agawam’s EDA official 
during the library’s con¬ 
struction, said that in some 
cases, the EDA would allow 
the community to use the 
excess funds for something 
other than the original 
project, “if that project could 
not further be expanded." .

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Observation... 

Industrial Action? By Ric Sardeiia 

At the May 7th meeting of the Town Council. Councilor 
Dennis Roberts was scheduled to put forth a proposal to 
expand and reorganize the now-defunct Development and 
Industrial Commission. 

Although at press time it was not known how that body 
will react to Roberts' proposal, which included expanding 
the old five-member board, reviving the North End 
shopping plaza, and also cooperating with local merchants 
in both the North Agawam site and the Southgate shopping 
plaza to attain federal funds for possible renovation and 
expansion, the young councilor should be commended for 
his efforts to start the process of addressing the harsh 
economic realities facing Agawam. 

Undoubtedly, this committee will also be charged-with 
enticing business interests into the town, something it was 
originally set up to do, but obviously little was 
accomplished. 

The interesting item about all this renewed concern for 
Agawam’s need to strengthen its tax base is that until the 
recent deluge of proposed developments seized the residents 
of the community, only a few murmurs could be heard about 
the need for Agawam to strengthen its base through 
business. 

Perhaps the Beltrandi-Charkoudian business park, an 
endeavor consuming 255 acres in Feeding Hills, brought 
Agawam's need to stabilize its tax base and also to breathe 
new economic life into the community from out of the 
mothballs and into the limelight. 

Beltrandi claimed that through his business park. 
Agawam would stand second to none in this area on an 
economic plain. His boast included not only bringing in 
reputable business and retail interests into Agawam, but also 
providing employment for its residents. 

But the local developer met fierce opposition for a variety 
of reasons, although from this viewpoint, the most pressing 
thorn in the proposition’s side was Beltrandi himself. Many 
residents attacked the developers credibility or lack of it and 
pointed to the many pitfalls of his real estate transactions 
over the years. The dark cloud of Pheasant Hill also hovered 
over the developers head. I he grudge of this facility helped 
fuel the fierce - attack upon the project. 

With the council’s expected negative vote on the Beltrandi 
proposition, also at-the May 7th meeting, it seems the only 
recourse the developer would have is to take the issue to a 
townwidc referchdum vote, thus turning the business park 
into an election isssue, something may councilors probably 
would like to avoid. Of course. Beltrandi could install 
developments that arc allowed under present statutes thus 
avoiding the hassles of appearing before bodies that can nix 
his endeavors. 

When the 15 councilors were asked for logical alternatives 
for attracting business into the town in recent interviews 
with the Advertiser/News, many pointed to the industrial 
park on Silver Street and the 620 acres of undeveloped, but 
correctly zoned. land at the Bowles Airport site on Sufficld 
Street. According to these councilors, these locations are 
where the future of the town's economic growth lies. And 
this brings us back to the Industrial Commission, which 
would obviously be held responsible for turning the barren 
Sufficld Street area into a thriving business community and 
at the same time, shoring up the industrial park on Silver 
Street. 

But there are problems with these alternatives. The firm 
contention here is that even with an active industrial 
commission many moons ago. it is quite questionable on 
whether that body could have brought substantial business 
concerns into Agawam. New England, along with the 
northeastern portion of the United States, has experienced 
the great industrial blight in the 70's. Businesses are packing 
their bags and heading south or west to conditions that meet 
standards that are conducive to their investments: cheaper 
land, lower taxes, and few bothersome labor unions. 
“Taxachusetts" has none of these basic requirements. 
During his tenure on Beacon Hill. Michael Dukakis 
attempted to keep business within the state, but without 
notable success. 

As for the industrial tract off Sufficld Street, problems 
exist there. The land is owned by an array of individuals who 
arc asking top dollar for the land. Lack of utility lines further 
complicates this gambit. The new industriaf commission 
certainly has a rocky road ahead and will need much 
attention from all segments in town in order to succeed in its 
quest. 

But if the industrial commission fails, then the final 
alternative seems clear cut: much higher taxes to maintain 
present services or a cut in municipal services to keep taxes at 
an affordable rate. Sky-rocketing inflation mandates this 
inevitable reality. 

The individuals who are running around the community 
comparing Agawam with a Longmeadow or a Newton are 
surely committing a boondoggle. Perhaps 25 years ago was 
the time for Agawam to engage blueprints which eventually 
would turn the community into a lucrative suburban setting. 

Ideally. 1 would like to sec the land in Feeding Hills and 
around Agawam remain in a natural state. Unfortunately, 
current economic realities make this impractical. Agawam 
cannot refuse business from coming in although it must be 
carefully planned and developed, even if it appears in 
residential surroundings. 

1 he “new business awakening'' through citizen concern 
and the industrial commission should prove to be an 
interesting event to follow and address at a future date.

To the Editor: 


Thank you for printing my 
letter of April 5, 1979. I had 
no idea it would cause so 
much controversy. I would 
like to respond to the letters in 
your paper on April 17, 1979, 
written by Don Loncto, Mrs. 
Nardi and Norman Nardi. 

Some people disagreed 
with my article which is their 
privilage, but I do not feel 
anyone should tell untruths 
about another person, 
especially in the paper. 
Therefore. I wish to state 
these facts. 

I have taught one. three- 
day course as an EMT-A 
Instructor-Coordinator for 
Agawam. I was paid two days 
regular pay and one day 
overtime for this. I have 
taught many courses as an 
EMTA-A Instructor-Co¬ 
ordinator for the State of 
Mass, and the town of 
Granville, and have been paid 
for my services by them. 

The S20,000 mentioned was 
paid to the students for their 
EMT training time and 
reinbursement to them for 
class material, course fee and 
license fees, not to any 
instructor. 

I have never received any 
pay. reinbursement or 
incentive pay for taking my 
EMT training, recertification, 
class material, license fees or 
course fees. 

I was Training Officer in 
charge of the ambulance 
service and during this time I 
received my regular pay and 
once in a while overtime. I was 
required to train all officers in 
First Aid as required by the 
First Responder Law. this is 
not EM T training. I have also 
taught Police Officers first aid 
at my home while off duty for 
no pay and as an American 
Red Cross Volunteer 
Instructor. I've taught Dept, 
of Public Works employees, 
school children, church 
groups and many others. 

I was removed from my 
duties as Training Officer and 
Officer in charge of 
ambulance and Cour Officer 
in-October 1978. I would not 
mind if the Chief would make 
public why he removed me 
from these duties. I asked to 
go back on uniform patrol in 
October, and did so in 
January, 1979. 

I have been brought up on 
charges for abusing sick time. 

I accumulated the maximum 
90 days sick leave about six 
years ago and since then have 
turned back some of my 15 
days each year. I am one of 
just a couple of officers with 
this jccord. 1 have been a 
police officer since 1962. and 
this is the first -time any 
charges have been brought 
against me. 

My gross pay for 1978 was 
SI5,100.00 from the town of 
Agawam.

Rt 57...The 
Legend 
Continues 


Just when residents of this 
little community west of the 
Connecticut River believed 
that the long and cumbersome 
saga of Route 57 could be laid 
to rest, we find that once again 
the evils of bureaucracy and t0 kl11 the highway venture, 
backn^om politicing ’ have ' Anthony Scibelli and 
temporarily thrown a wrench Richard Roache, two of the 


the Federal Highway 
Administration in their 
infinite wisdom have decided 
that until this ‘impact’can be 
determined, preliminary 
engineering and design work 
will come to a full halt. 

According to Agawam 
State Representative Edward 
Connelly, the very man 
responsible for turning the 57 
Extension into a near reality, 
construction bids for the 
project were expected to be in 
by May 16th. Connelly stated 
that he expects only a week’s 
delay will come out of 
Springfield’s latest felony on 
the citizens of Agawam. 

It seems that Boland's 
office was given the honor of 
announcing this most recent 
bid to nix the 57 extension. 
And the cast of villains who 
were involved in the gang 
tackling effort of the road 
should again be noted. 

First, the Lower Pioneer 
Valley Regional Planning 
Commission, the Pioneer 
Valley Transit Authority and 
the Joint Transportation 
Commission, a sub¬ 
committee of the bus empire 
cast their daggers into the 
project, thereby sending 
negative recommendations to 
the propoer authorities and 
asking for a full environ¬ 
mental impact study to be 
conducted. Yet the world 
could be blasted to kingdom 
come after all the red tape was 
sifted through to initiate the 
Regional Planners recom¬ 
mendations. 

The Springfield City 
Council, led by Robert 
Market, a Summer Avenue 
resident asked Senator Paul 
Tsongas' office to look into 
the matter. The Forest Park 
Civic Association and the 
East Forest Park Civic 
Association also cast their lots 
by putting pressure on their 
state and federal elected 
officials to resort to politicing 


into the badly needed 
extension’s completion. 

This time our story brings 
us to the offices of United 
States Representative 
Edward Boland (D-Spring- 
field), the long time political 
figure of the area’s largest city. 
On Friday. May 3rd, Kenneth 
Lemanski, an aide to Boland, 
announced that because of the 
so-called impact the $4.5 
million project could have on 
the Forest Park section of 
Springfield and the now 
infamous South End Bridge. 


city's State Representatives, 
answered the call and heaved 
their political missiles at the 
project. And now, the Boland 
claim that the project has been 
stopped, although his 
Springfield office stated that 
an environmental study 
probably will not occur. 

But before Boland's latest 
ploy, the Federal Highway 
Commission saw through this 
very tangled web of self- 
interest and backroom 
acti vity and heeded the words 
of Connelly and the Agawam

community’s desire for the 
project to finally take form 
after 17 years of waiting. 

All of these objections of 
course, came at the eleventh r 
hour. The LPVRPC and the 
PVTA’s negative vote was 
inconsistant with the State 
Department of Public Works 
and the FHWC’s approval to 
go ahead with the extension. 
This has caused problems. 

Said Connelly, “Since those 
two regional planning 
agency’s voted against the 
project, it caused a deadlock 
with the State and the Federal 
agencies and that portion has 
to be resolved.” 

Connelly is expected to 
address the PVTA Wed¬ 
nesday evening at the town 
hall at that committee’s 
regular monthly meeting. 
Since Agawam has a PVTA 
line, the honor is bestowed 
upon the community to serve 
host for one of their regular 
sessions. Perhaps interested 
citizens of the community 
should attend and witness this 
event. Connelly is hoping to 
convince the board members 
to change their vote, but 
according to the legislator, 
“I'm really not sure how 
successful I’ll be." 

Some of the characters 
running around trying to 
strap a rest-in-peace seal on 
the extension seem to be 
placing a major significance in 
the fact that for the first time, 
the PVTA and the LPVRPC 
and the state and federal 
agencies did not concur on a 
regional matter. 

This being the case, they 
reason, there must be 
something in the claims of 
those entities voicing 
disapproval of the project. 

This paradox is just 
another one of the trans¬ 
parent arguments fired 
-against Route 57. Where was 
all the concern in the last few 
years against the road? No 
one seemed to care much 
about the South End Bridge 
until downtown Springfield 
and the X shopping area were 
getting ready to revitalize. 
And it is a generally agreed 
fact among all parties 
concerned that the traffic 
problem on the South End 
Bridge will be irreversal with 
or without the extension's 
completion. 

“For a very long time the 
State DPW and the Federal 
Highway Commission have 
# looked into this thing in great 
detail,” Connelly said. “They 
allowed the extension to go 
through after careful 
consideration, and,” he 
continued, “this project was 
the number one priority of the 
LPVRPC and now they 
changed their minds.” 

And for those wdio claim 
that Route 57 is a regional 
problem, again the paradox 
continues. The only thing 
regional about the 57 
extension is that it might 
hinder those in Western Mass, 
whose self-interest and 
pocketbooks would be better 
enhanced if it never gets off 
the drawing board. 

No, the problem is 
Agawam’s and Agawam's 
alone. Town residents should 
write their own elected 
officials, including Tsongas, 
Senator Kennedy^ and U.S. 
Rep. Silvio Conte and express 
their feelings towards all that 
is involved in the road’s 
apparent stalemated position. 

If the decision is again 
rendered for the extension’s 
mechanisms to begin 
operating, rest assured that 
the same lot will resort to 
other tactics to nix the road 
once and for all. Maybe the 
final outcome will be decided 
in the courts or just maybe 
those who have th eclout and 
the final authority will finally 
deem it fit to get the job done.

Bicycle Safety 
Week Set 


It would take over one million earths to fill the interior 
of the sun.

It might seem that newly 
hatched chicks are safe and 
secure in the nest. And why 
not? They have mommy to 

keep them warm, daddy to 

protect the nesting site, and 
both parents to provide them 
with a satisfying supply of 
food. 

V et there are hazards facing 
the young birds which will be 
with them until they leave 

the nest. One worry is 

predators. Naturally there is 
the ever present cat who 
probably won't be able to 
reach the nest if it remains in 
its original place. But winds 
and or storms may dislodge 
the nest or the branch on 
which it sits and change that 
strategic position into one less 
lavorable. And even at the 
original site, there is the 
possibility that a meat eater 
such as the blue jay will ravage 
the nest. 

A nest might also be 
victimized by brood parasites, 
f hese are the young of other . 
species w hose eggs have been 
laid into an unsuspecting 
host's nest for raising. The 
European cuckoo is one of the 
most successful parasites. The 
female cuckoo lays her eggs in 
the nest of a host whose own 
eggs closely resemble the one 
egg she deposits into the nest. 
The cuckoo hatches before 
the young of the other bird 
and goes into action. Hie 
cuckoo has a dip in its back 
into which it manoeuvres the 
additional eggs. The eggs are 
dropped from the nest. Since 
the cuckoo parasitizes smaller 
birds, the young cuckoo is 
able to eject even the hatched 
young if necessary. Alone in 
the nest, the cuckoo consumes 
as much food as the entire 
brood from the original eggs 
would have and soon grows to 


be larger than its foster 
parents. 

In the case of the European 
cuckoo, the nest, eggs, or 
foster parent image is 
somehow imprinted on the 
bird and a mature female 
cuckoo w ill seek out the same 
type of foster home for her 
own voung, virtually insuring 
a successful reception. 

1 he brown-headed cowbird 
and the bronzed cowbird are 
the only North American 
songbirds that are brood 
parasites. The cowbirds are 
not so particular where they 
leave their eggs; they v isit over 
200 different species' nests. 
Many hosts eject the foreign 
egg or build a layer of flooring 
over it and continue on by 
laying more ol their ow n eggs. 
Some simply abandon the 
nest and start over again. But 
many raise the extra charge to 
fledgling status often at the 
expense of the rest of the 
brood. One interesting theory 
claims that the cowbirds 
became parasitic because ol 
their habit ol following rov ing 
herds of bison and not hav ing 
the time to stop and nest. 

There is one problem that 
plagues both young and 
mature birds which can be 
lessened by birders. There is a 
deadly fungus called 
"Aspergillus fumigatus" 
which infects wet and moldy 
seed. Melted snow and spring 
rain add to the development 
of this fungus for which there 
is no known cure. Birders 
should rake up all the old 
winter seed around their 
feeders and watch that the 
hopper does not become full 
of vvater. Thoroughly 
cleaning the feeder with a 
disinfectant like lysol is a 
good idea to help prevent this 
devasting disease. 


The week of May 13 to 19 is

The week centers around 
public and independent 
school teachers emphasizing 
safety aspects of bike riding to 
their students. 

Co-Chairmen of the Bicycle 
Safety Week Committee ’79 
are Registrar Richard E. 
McLaughlin and Senator 
Saltonstall. They have asked 


Governor King to make the 
week official by proclamation 
and have called for “a really 
thorough program of bicycle 
safety as part of the education 
of our younger children.” 

The teacher’s kit contains 
suggestions for bicycle rodeos 
to be held during the school 
week or, as many schools do, 
on the final Saturday of 
Safety Week, this year May

young riders, maps for bike 
rodeos, sample achievement 
certifictes, the Massachusetts 
General Laws on bicycle 
riding, and a list of available 
locations ro bike films and 
safety materials.

Lately, many people have 
been asking about herbs - how 
to grow them; where to grow 
them; and how t£ use them. 

If you are new to growing 
herbs, stop and consider how 
you first became interested. 
As you were cooking, did you 
wonder if fresh herbs were 
superior to dried herbs as a 
seasoning? Did an article on 
landscaping with herbs 
intrigue you? Did a cup of 
fresh herb tea, offered by a 
friend, have a refreshing taste 
and aroma? 

There are herbs for 
flavoring, for scent, or for 
medicinal purposes. There are 
Shakespearean herbs. Biblical 
herbs, and herbs used 
traditionally for landscaping. 

The following list will help 
you decide which herbs you 
might like to grow where you 
live. These like full shade: 
mints, Sweet Woodruff, and 
Wood Betony. These like 
partial shade:' Bee Balm, 
catnip, chamomile, chives, 
feverfew, scented geraniums, 
horseradish, lemon balm, 
lovage, mints, pennyroyal, 
tarragon, and yarrow. Many 
of these will still grow in a 
sunny spot.

that will grow low to the 
ground and are very good to 
use in a rock garden: alliums, 
bedstraw, chives, creeping 
oregano, creeping rosemary, 
creeping winter savory, dwarf 
sage, lamb’s ear, pennyroyal, 
rock rose, and many types of 
thyme. 

Some herbs are very good 
ground cover. Use sweet 
woodruff, in shade; mints, 
chamomile, and pennyroyal 
in semi-shade; and creeping 
germander, chamomile, 
thyme, and santolinas in 
sunny spots. 

Many herbs will make a 
very good cup of tea and are 
good for you at the same time. 
Use rosemary, mints, bee 
balm, catnip, chamomile, 
comfrey, hyssop, lemon balm, 
sage, sweet woodruff, 
feverfew, and lemon grass to 
make a refreshing drink of 
tea, hot or cold. 

At another time I’d like to 
list some very good recipes for 
some different herb teas. Also 
the uses of herbs in cooking 
can be very interesting and 
healthful. I plan to devote one 
article to these uses. As they 
say on T.V... stay tuned...I’ll 
be back...next week.
